bonde not acknowledged befoze: alſo M. Hal muſt pay the 
Sergeant, M. Bowper 4. ſhillings fo2 his patnes aboute 
theſe affay2es. Here ſome of Þ. Hals frends touching this 
{mp2iſonmet reckened without theyꝛ hoſtes, which he fo2- 
got not to lay to thep2 charges.ſwearing by no beggers, 5 
if he had knowe ſo much. he would haue biodẽ the extremi⸗ 
tie of al. I do not cecite the particuler arguments in theſe 
two dates, the ix. r.of this moneth, bitauſe they are but to 
the purpoſe you haue heard in the other diſputes.

Againe in an o⸗ 
ther place he vſeth theſe woꝛdes : Theſe are the huniaine and 
læwes politique, wherin vſing the counſel of the wiſe, 1 command 
to be kept thorough Englande. Yee began to talgne alone the 
peare of grace, 1019. 

Edwarde the Confeſſour after Hardikenitus the laſt 
king of the Daniſh blond, 10. began to raigne: he foũded 
man holeſome lawes, and was the firlke erecto2, as it is 
wꝛitten, of the common law, whpch V Villiam Conque- 
ror did after confirme; wherof this J finde. After the con- 
queft of England, the fozeſaydeKing William, the fourth 
pere of his raigne, by the perſuaſton, aduiſe and councel of 
his nobiltty, did ſommon thzoughout his land the nobles, 
the gouernours, the graue heads, and the Learned in the 
lawe,to heare of them their rights, cuſtomes and oꝛdinan⸗ 
ces, whereot choling twelue of enerp county, who taking 
their othes befo2e the king, direalp, truely, andſo foꝛth, to 
ſhew e declare the ſame, they bzonght the lawes of Saint 
Edward as we haue them now, and the king effabliſhed 
them in that manner. 

William The Conqueror hym ſelte began fo rule this lande, 
Conqueror 1066, (ſame recken a peare moze) who alſo adding certa = 
oꝛdinaunces in the entraunce, hath theſe woꝛdes: Here 
ginneth what William king of the Engliſhe nation, after the con 
queſt, with his nobility hah appointed to be perfourmed.

As 
Demades aunſwered the Ephores very well, who mo- 
ued him to commit the leading of certaine Souldiers to a 
traptoz:you ſhal pardon me (quoth he)foz truſting hym w 
mine, who hath betrayed his owne. If you wil ſoo th and 
tuggte, you ſhal haue John ſeruingmans rewarde, yea at 
the pꝛintes hand t the noditities. Alths poſſibly you haue 
dearde the tale of this wel ſhotten John, yet thus it was: 
A gentlema i not beſt experienced, ſtoode well in hys own 
concepte fo; iudgemente (as commonly the ſimpleſt do) 
his chaunce was to entertapne a ſeruaunte wiſer in deed 
than the maiſter, but too playnea dealer to pzgfit himſelk, 
and therefoze nos woꝛldely Doctoꝛ. Thys Maile man ta⸗ 
king bis opinions conceiued, always to be imtallible,. wold 
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beake them with ai 0 fo much to conferre fo2 his 
aduiſe, as to ſet out the ripeneſſe of his owne capacitye, 
who perce tuing his Paiſter was in a manner alwayes 
in a wzong Bore, and building Caltels in the apze, o2 cat- 
ching Þares with Tabers, coulde not ſooth ſuch vnlikely 
toyes,wherebyhemuſt ſeeke him a newe habitation: who 
wouldekepe ſuch a contrarying naue; re poꝛte goes this 
man is out of ſeruice, and why? fo2ſooth p cauſe is recited, 
Mauſter John a currifauour meaning to thꝛiue where the 
orhor coulde not, among hys Emes and kindꝛed taken a 
pꝛoper nurtured hynd, ſekes out this gentleman with very 
lowcurſep, gyues his woꝛ: the time of the day, demaundes 
it his woꝛ: wants a ſeruant, and wo2ſhip and Maiſterſhip 
hath much adoe with him. This cleane ſpeeched manne is 
entertained, the maiſter conlers nothing wyth John, but 
John playes the John, he highly commends his Paiſters 
deuiſes, he pꝛayſes hys iu dgements: what ſo he ſpeakes be 
it neuer ſo fonde, John lweres doth p2ocede ofa good wit. 
As Stephen the foole of Huntington was wonte to ſape, 
time teachetherperience, far he goes that neuer retarnes, 
and very fimplehets, that dayly ſwalloweth flies and wil 
not learne to keepe hys li ppes together. This gentleman 
began to unde that John did guyle with him, whome too 
pyoue, he bꝛought into a very fapꝛe meadowe, and as it 
wore vut ot a great ſtudy demaunded of John how to moſt 
p2the might employ) ſame: John muſing what to an⸗ 
fwerethis Maiſter followed, now quoth he) can J tel how 
to reupe greate benefithereof, Salt is at a high pꝛice, J 
wil towe the Mendowe therewith, il God ſende me a good 
crdppe, I chal be a made mm. John hereat tlappes bis 
hudes on his thighes, Aeſus, Pailker(faith he) pou ſhall 
dire betdze mee, 1; I thought vppon the like matter.

our quietneſſe. But go to th: naked Ethiopes in Afrike, 
whoſe ſowty conler and cauedwelling, declare p perſecutih 
they ſuffer by heate, banning and curfing the ſunne going 
down. who leaue them foz al the ſhifts they can mike as 
ſmoking bzowne bꝛead newe dzawne out of the Duen, 
their homely diet ſerpents fleſh, with a fewe ſterued cattel 
whiche they haue in eſtimation as theyꝛ lince, naming 
their childzen by their names and not after they: fathers, 
fo; that they acknowledge the ſuſtentation of their beyng 
ol them, and koz the ſame, liue in continual warres among 
themſelues.J count not thicke Engliſh Beefe, 02 Bacon, 
neither vet the Licoz whiche pꝛeſently eyther they muſt 
quench their thick with oz: dye , the wyne ol Oyleaunce. 
Kot far from thele faire babes dwell the Tawny Pooꝛes 
the Azaxegics, who feed not to fill their bellies, but mea-

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Saint John Baptiſts locuſt, and confents himCſelfe with» 
out chaunge with that viandzize . Theſe people line not 
aboue fouriy peares , and in fine moſte pitifully are con- 
ſumed with tiping Lice naturally bzceding in themſelues. 
Alſo the icthiopꝰ agi, bird es of the ſam? buſhe of Ethiope, 
who l'ne only by fiſhe, not foz Religion as Charterhouſe 
Ponkes, but as hungry Dogges, without ſance, fo ne- 
ceſſity. Theſe andother infinit nũbers vnder that ſcalding 
grauen and inſterile ſoyles ſuffering their purgatozie in 
this wo2ld, yet hame is homelyeſt wyth them, they wil not 
away . God and nature hath ſo combyned and chaunged 
their likings too their country, as they will ſap with the 
Scottiſh man when he comes to London, 02 to the fapꝛeſt 
Town in Europe, p ( Edenboꝛowe except)it is the godlyeſt 
place he ener (et his foote in:euen ſo wil the nations reci⸗

regarding the pcrf{mighte enſue hys raſhe ffroke.Looke: 
vpon Horatius Cocles valiantneſſe, and great ventu⸗ 
ryng of hymlelfe tu the wars, Porſenna Kyngof the ruſ⸗ 
canes, the reſolution of Mutius Sceuola foz the diſpat · 
ching of the ſame Pꝛince, the whole houſe of the Romaine 
Fabiaus in the warres againſt Veranius, were vtterlye 
extinguiſhed, one childeexcept,whoſe lacke of yeares pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued his life, being moze beneficial to him and his paſte 
rity, than the country zeale of the reſt. By meanes wherof 
they pelded their dead Cartaſes. Decius Muries y elder: 


Conſul with Manlius Torquatus in armes againſt the 


Latines, bad both one dzeame, that tho e people woulde 
be vanquiſhed, whole captaine ſhoulde be lefte dead in the 


lield: They bꝛake one with another, and agreed, that whi⸗ 
che of their bands did firſt giue place, the leader muſtvow 
bimlelfe to the infernal ghoſtes, contented to dye: which 
Decius his chance was to do, therby with great laugh - 
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perſtitious nations at this pꝛeſent if youſtarchthetrpſo- 


Fabius Celer Cẽ turio w a ſpade lewhpm, wholly reſ⸗ 
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Decius Muries bis ſon did} ſame. Titus Manlius Tor- 
quatus ffroke off his own ſons head, foz putting in veture 
by fight contrarie to commanndement , the ſauldiers of 
the Common welth : The paiſoncr Mar. Attilius Regus 
lus his returne to-Afﬀricke to Barboras tyꝛannie, wyth 
bis conſiderations alledged in the Senate, which induced 
bim thereto ; Publius Scipio Naſica choſen Conſull of 
Rane With vnluckie ſhew of th: « «ſpices chming, would in 
no reſpeũ take dpon him the dealing ol theoffice,doubting 
the:tnconentencemight hap to þ Empire, nat by his wit of 
abilttte, aʒ good wil, hut by euyl foztune to the ſtate 6 (6 
trarie aſpeifs of the ſapero2 Planets, ſo tender a mynde he 
bad of his Countrie.

Quin | 
tus Curtius his willing decay fo; Rome: Codrus p Atheniã 
king fo; his people: alſo Themiſtocles that cofitriema, fo;

lande harmed: Melſiades of the ſame b3rede at Marathon

but deſpiſing that goodly ſhew, he told them he liked very 
wel to eate ſuch dainties as he had in hãdin an Erthen diſh 
and to rule thoſe who had gold. Df al the large and welthy 
ſpoples by him recouered ofthe enimp, he reſerued but one 
gay wodden chaine, it was no doubt ſome matter of great 
pꝛice fo; the woz kmanſhip: Thefewe bagges of P. Scipio 
Aemilius, M. Aemilius Scauras father aPatritian of 
Rome, getting his liuing by playing the Collyer:the nedy⸗ 
neſſe of Epaminondas who was dztuen to bozrowe thir- 
tie ſhillings when he entred Morra in armes, refaſing Ia · 
ſons Crowns and the mighty king of Perſians thouſands: 
Photion was no monymi, who when Antipater would 
with greate ſunnnes haue byzed, to haue vninfly delte, 
anſwered he could nat both bee a friende and a flatterer. 
any handzeds might be named that were ſounde fakes 
ts their countries, and foz al their pouertie would not cry 
Quid vultis mihi dere,netther ehe when it wasfo2- 
Af, ced 


ted. O wold to god, that in places of fudgemiitaitd ſu t ice, 
and in þ harts ol al executioners 4 makers of Law, Epa- 
minondas his opinion were grauen, not to be bought frõ 
his cauntry with any pꝛice, not to be led to do a thing vn⸗ 
lawful foz auy gaine; and what right and vertue did re⸗ 
quire foꝛ verturs ſabe, freely to do it. Cato Vticenſis, was 
of the ſame minde. Come not into the ſacred Senate (toꝛ {3 
may I wel terme it) with thatragged robe ol couetous and 
Bztberp, eſchrw it woꝛſe than the infeſtian of peffilence, 
leaue it to bzokers,to cxchaungers, lay it in themerchants 
warehouſe, bequeath it to the vſuring Jewes:fo2 if it catch 
holde in yotyfarewel religion, farewelmozality, farewell 
Juſtice, fare wel diſcharge of duty, fareweltruth, farewel 
care oł good fame, yea farewel pour owne contentemente 
ham gap ſo euer the matter ſeemes : It ſoꝛ affefion-you 
ſtretch a ſtring. voucannot beercuſed,foz tho it carry ſome 
ſhew to beare with your friende, pet is it none indede fo2 
pour Cauntry is the only marke you muſt ſhoote at. As 
foz particulars, they are not intidente to the cauſe. Ariſti- 
des (termed the Juſt) was ſo pꝛeciſe in the time of hys 
gouernement of Athens , that hee anopded the amity and 
familtarity almoſt of all, bncauſe he would not be entrea- 
ted by any to do vniuſtly.

comes, the pꝛeſenter doth hyserrand, pꝛayes his maiſter-

Sir Thomas ſawe the 
Swpne was good with muſtarde, accepted the gikte, de! 
maund ing his netghbeur why hee was at that coſte with 
vym, ſith he neither knew him noꝛ euer had done him any 
pleaſure. True it is quoth he, with a long leg in his hoſe ) 
neither will J require pon too doe mee anp «: But J bes 
ſtowe thys hog on pour woꝛſi tp, that you ſhall do mee no 
harme. Here is a new kind of Bꝛyberv, which this country 
man was dꝛiuen to( as he thought by the parcial affe ion 
he feared in Sir Thamas.

byfury and light taking of diſpleaſure, flewe bis owne bꝛo⸗ 
ther Smerdis, killed and repudiated his wife Atoſſa, fo conde- 
ning tbe Aae, aud vpon a time putting a Lyon ea dogge fo- 
gether fap:one maiſtertes, the vogge put to the wdaſe, an o- 
ther of the ſame litter taking parte to helpe, at which ſigbte 
bis other wife Mecoa ruing the death of Smerdis, who founde 
no ſuccoz os apde.at the aſt he commaunded to be diſpatched, 
Perefaſtes his ſounde and affured at all aſſaies, vpon bis don 
demaunde fo2 coficeliing fome abſtinence from his dayly ca⸗ 
rowſing(a thing miſlikedamong the Perſans) led with fury, 
fo:getting ali reputation that the duety to him bad wel deſer- 
ued, and ſo much of inſtice as is lamcntable , playde V Vil! 
Sommer Atrokt hym (as it were) that was nexte, toke the 
ſonne of Preſaſpes, clave his harte with a ſpeare foz diſpite 
befoze his fathors face.cauſed it to be plucked out, 4 ſhewed 
bow right he could hit fo al his cups. Sophias the Cmpailſes 
peuiſh minte and malice did hardly re warde that famous x 


mente of the lame: and man ye moꝛe but ſoʒ ſpence of tumc, 
might be rehearſed, whoſe ſodaine choller, fury, and vntem- 
perate rage,hath cauſedfallofo be wile after, and repente 
their blindletde executions.

did) ir hsſuffred no better paſſage tothe Yer, Himſolf come 
— to the ſea at Helle pons, cõmaunded a bꝛioge to be made 
to paſſe him and his company auer, which ouerth;owne be 
Tempeſtʒ ſome ot tbe wozkemon hee haugs, ſonte other hee 
cuttes their noſes oft ſome other puttes their eyen dut hee 
makes t he ſea to be canuaſt with cudgels, he tho wes letters 
and giues into it, to impziſon the waters. What lamentable 
kollie is here, that Terres ſhewes, whiche vnaduiſes choller 
bꝛings hym to, and makes bymfoilowe'ſs ſon mith rotes 
and implatabie malite, onſutꝭ whoreceiuens detrimit᷑t tyer - 
by, but bim ſelte diuers wayes greatly harmed. Be it tbat in⸗ 
iurꝑ be offced you wꝛongfullp and vn wozthyp,by odyous ſpe· 
ches, oʒ vnſeemelp attes, remember Philip of A ſacedene, of who. 
Areadian did nothing dul raple and le,, ans that openlye al- 
wayes, and in all plares. It ſo. hapnedthat this Squire was 
met with in Philips country by the kings ſeruauntes, who 
aduiſed ſharpe papmente fo2 his paines : that would not be 
beard, but Phil p ſent pꝛeſents to his lodging, and gently dil⸗ 
miſled him Alter demaunding ofiArcadians behanio, it was 
retourned that none beſtirres himſ olle ſo much in his tom · 
mẽdatids nom as he. Thus may you-ſee(qaoth Phil p,) what 
a Phyſition J am: It was tolde him howe the Gretiau mur 
3 harvly againft him, and was moned by fome to re- 
uenge the wꝛoeng: No (quod he) then win they in deed fourd 
me bud inougv. to it I had euer burt them, what chat 3 pꝛe- 
ſuppoſe they wold ſap.

pas pꝛotered befoꝛe him,. whoſe wozkes ( moe the pity) we 
Be ſhoꝛt compendious fubſtanciall and ſounde 
a Demoſthenes be lung. ob is hozt, toſpeake of our 
common falkers?Agaime; there are diners other very graue, 
perfectdeeming men, who neuer oz ver pe 
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-my ſalfe and lamented their dumneſle, bytauſe their ſpæches 
I — — molt plentifulty wold pꝛoſit our comonwelth, 
The men Jbonoz foz themſelues, but moze foz the god parts 
in them, which ſith god bath ſo liberally beſtowed, 4 woulde 
beſech thi and al others able to ſpeake, nat to put the ir lights 
vnder a Buſhel. Pithagoras made a lawe , that the tongtyen 
man who could nat ſpeake, ſhould be daiuen ont of the ſtate: 
and then (with reue rente J wꝛite it) what blame are thcy 
wozthy to haue, who can, and wil not, and in that place wher 
molt n&deis whereby their vttrance molt fruite may bega- 
thered(andtheir ability moſt able to perfozme it) as no man 
cancommend a pong experienced man whoſhall put fw:the 
bimſelfeincounſel to ſhewe his opinion befoze the aunciente 
and yeare beaten fathers, ſo what god minde wil not greue 
to ſes the ſtudied Docours i ill, andthe Child;en diſpute in 
matters ot greate weight: both doth well. Do not miſtruſte 
vour own hability, as Thophraſtus did, who taking vpon him 
to play the Dzatour, when he came to it, coulde not vtter any 
one woꝛd. You ſpeake among your countrymen, you ſpeake 
fo2 pour countries aduauntement, and like a Countrymã of 
the wiſeſt you ſhal bee accepted. Although happilp all things 
ſhouid not fal out ſo point deniſe as either pou wiſh oʒ others 
lokefoz. Iſocrates that famous Dzatours childiſhetimeronſ- 
neſſe who can allowe ot, who in /dncione neuer durſte open 
bis lippes?As this maidenly baſhfulneſfle is to bee diſwaded, 
ſoagaine Cicero the Dadot the Komapyne eloquente, his cars 
fal.heade is to be followed, who with a-warely fears @ntrcd 
Dpatibs. The erſt named Pericles/vunwntling ſpattepublikly, 
yet neuer omnitted bis furtherance where it taulde þ20fitte 
his Country. Wherfozeas dainty regarde of ſpechis tobe 
tmbzaced,ſo dinnneſſe accozding toPirhagoras is vtterly fo br 
bannilhed, It you wil not (peake;vare nut;oz cannot, let ano. 
ther hane place; Elan ix uo graunge, is tan 
ſupply Parliament men. Chus (us ydu ——

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cauſes and at al times map be lincked in one concozde,frend- 
ſhip,and amptie, imbꝛacing and reſpecting the wealth and e- 
ſtate of your Count rep, that experience, learning and wiſe- 
dome abounde in you, that pour heartes be of flynte, not ef 
ware, wherin thꝛeats map not enter,fayze wozds haue woz- 
king, noz bꝛibe rie leaue pꝛint, pꝛiuate affections to be quite 
baniſhed, malice and fur ie vtterly foz\wozn , ſeifelyking de⸗ 
teſted, vaine bablatine ſpeeches crred out of, needfull wozds 
and tymes obſerued and tended, and finally , pour truſt (as 
becomes pour lykes) diſcharged, wherby religion ſhal be ſta⸗ 
bliſhed and mayntepned, tde Pzince ſtrengthnedand aſſured, 
the Nobilitie honozed and encreaſed, the meancr ſozte mere-- 
lre cnioy their labour with duetifull mindes fo ſerue wyth 
body and purſle their country and king, and with acknowled⸗ 
ging due honour to their Peres, which wil make not only 
pꝛeſent age, but our poſteritie continually fo ſing Te deum & 
Heſama in extelſu foʒ the pleaſaunt and adamant ſt ate 
which England dwellers may iuſtlp vaunte off, 
which to graunte and continue in ſeculum 
ſeculorum, Ood ſende.
